Caused by Religious Hatred. 


St. Petersburg, September 8.--The first 
and principal cause of the disoraers at 
Baku is: the Mosler hatred of the Ar- 
menians. This feel’ ; is of long stand- 
ing and is never aft ent. The Armenians 
have long been detested as narasttes, and 
for several vears the Russian authorities 
have had much difficulty in restraining 
the Tartars. 

The Armenians understood the situation 
and, aware of their danger, armed them- 
selves... Mhe Baku Massacres in Febru- 
ery showed how well they could defend 
themselves, ThfS Was evidenced again 
in the last s@ven days by the large num- 
ber of Tatftars kitled in the riotings. 

The Taftars, however, seem bent on 
exterminating the Armenians by killing 
them and destroying their villages and 
churches, The Armenians have the upper 
hand in commerce and in industry, tn 
the Caucasus. This superiority galls 
the Tartars and increases their hatred. 

The government continues to be se- 
verely criticised here for its Incapacity 
The 
absence of intélligent and energetic ad- 
ministrators in the Caucasus is said to 
be responsible for the outbreak. The 
threatening conditions in . the Cau- 
casus have long been known. This out- 
break was predicted almost to a day 
three months ago, but the government 
even forbade the refinery owners to or- 
ganize private militia for the protection 
of their property. 

The losses are so great that they will 
be felt all over Russia. The need of 
crude and refined oil will be felt in in- 
dustry, transportation and in every house- 
hold.

tnormous Disaster Caused by’ 


Seismic Jars in Calabrian 
Towns, 


VILLAGES DEVASTATED 
BY COLLAPSE OF HOUSES 


Reports From Number of Towns 
Tel) of Death and Destruction 
Wrought—Shocks Lasted 
Eighteen Seconds at 
Catanzaro. 


Rome, September 8.—All Italy is. suf- 
fering from terrtble depression because 
of news from the soutn where one of 
the worst earthquakes ever experienced, 
occurred today. 

Although the earthquake was felt all 
over Calabria, and to a certain extent in 
Stcily, the worst reports came from 
Pizzo and Monteleone and from eighteen, 
villages, which are ssid to have been 
completely destroyed, 

According to the latest news received 
370 ‘persons have beer killed and a 
great number injured. It is as yet im- 
possible to even estimate the property 
losses. 

The shock was felt at 2:55 o’clock this 
morning. It lasted for eighteen seconds 
at Catanzaro, and soon thereafter was 
felt at Messina, Reggio, Monteleone, Mar- 
tirano, Stafaconi, Piscopic, Triparni, Zam- 
maro, Cessaniti, Natda, Olivadi and other 
points. 

Scenes of Indescribable Horror. 

Scenes of indescribable terror ensued 
Women, aroused from their gleep, rusnedq 
half clothed into the streets, scream!ng 
with fear, carrying their babies and 
dragging along their other children and 
calling for help on the Madonna and the 
saints. The men escaped into the open 


with their families, all calling on their 
-favorite saints for protection. 

The cafes were taken by assault by 
the strangely garbed crowd, but as day-!' 
Nght broke without repetition of the! 
earthquake, the crowd gradually melted) 
away, untt] by 8 o'clock the streets had | 
almost assumed their normal appearanre, 
except in the rulned viliages, where the 
inhabitants had no homes to go toa. 

The general confusion. was added to by 
dreadful cries from the fafls, where the 
prisoners were beside themselves witn 
fright, and in some cases mutinied, - but 
fortunately all the prisoners were ¢ept 
within bounds.

Asheville, N. C., September 8.—The 
first annual convention of the Southern 
Cotton convention closed tonight at 8 
o'clock with a banquet tendered to the 
executive committee by Kenilworth inn. 

It is proposed to raise $100,000 for the 
national association and $100,000 each 
for the state and county associations by 
the. 3 cent tax on each bale of cotton, 
and such tax will be levied. 

The afternoon and night sessions were 
confined chiefly to the passing of vari- 
oug resolutions, chief of which was one 
looking to a raise in membership dues 
from 25 cents to $! a year. 

Colonel J. McMartin’s resolution recom- 
mended that greater publicity be given 
to article |, section | of the constitution, 
which calls attention to the fact that the 
Southern Cotton convention is an organi- 
zation composed not only of growers, but 
also of manufacturers and farmers, which 
was adopted. Mr. MeMartins further 
States that the chief obpect of the or- 
ganigation is ‘‘the industrial development 
and supremacy of the cotton states,’’ 
and to this end the government should be 
argued to build better southern harbors. 

Market Cotton Slowly. 

An important feature of this after- 
noon’s session was the adoption of a mo- 
tion made by E. D. Smith, of South 
Carolina, to the effect that all members 
of the association be urged te market 
their cotton even at the minimum price, 
as slowly as possible, so as to distribute 
the sale of the staple over the entire 
year instead of marketing the crop in 
ninety days as has been the custom. In

After séOme discussion at tonight's ses- 
sion as to the next meeting place of 
the association’s executive committee, Hot 
Springs, Ark., was chosen. This was 
effected by a compromise made betweén 
ithe advooates of Asheville and Hit 
Springs, by the terms of which the win- 
ter meeting convenes at the latter place, 
while Asheville gets the summer meet- 
ing. :

Nineteen New Cases Reported 
Yesterday 


+ 


During the Day Seven Victims of the 
Plague Died—Reports of New 
Cases Come From Number 
of Places in Prus- 
sia, 


Bérlin, September 8.—An official bul- 
letin, just issued, announces that nine- 
teen cases of cholera and seven deaths 
were reported during the twenty-four 
hours ending at noon today, making a 
total of 123 cases and thirty-nine deaths. 

At Hamburg one death from cholera 
occurred toay. It was that of the Polish 
woman found in the hotel district ‘Sep- 
tember 6. The other case reported here 
is recovering. 

At Culm, East Prussia, one fresh case 
of cholera has been reported. Of the 
eleven cases five have. died. 

At Danzig two new cholera cases have 
been reported. It-appears certain that 
the infection was brought to this part 
of the country by the Russia agricultu- 
ral laborers, many of whom came across 
the border to work on the beet crops. 

At Nakel altogether sixteen cholera 
cases and six deaths have occurred, 

The senate of Lubra has foruwuden the 
transport of Russian emigrants by way 
of the port there. 

Near Marienwerder, Western Prussia, 
four new cases were reported today, of 
which two were at Graudenz and two at 
Nieder-Ausmaass, 

Two. new cases have been reported in 
the Bronberg district. One of them is 
in the village of Eolichno-Hauland., 

Sanitary Siege Enforced. 

A sort of sanitary state of siege exists 
in the district that now extends from 
the River Oder northwestward to the 
Russian border, about 250 miles, and 
from the Antzig to Grodzisco, south of 
Posen ,about 160 miles. 

But it is a state of siege in which all 
the {nhabitants are auxiliaries of the 
medical authorities and the only enemy 
is. the terrifying: choiera bacillus, which 
is traveling in the streams or moving 
slowly over land from one locauty to 
another, attached to articles of use or 
in the system of persons. The only 
friend of the bacillus, tre doctors pro- 
Claim, is ignorance; and therefore they 
say to the thick population 6f tnis re- 
gion: 

“If you do not want to die do as we 
say. Do not bathe in the rivers. Death 
is there. Do not hide from us the sus- 
picious illnesses of the members of your 
families, for fear we may take them 
away to a hospital and put all who have 
been near the sick person under irksome 
observation. Do n be afraid and get 
into a_panic.”’ 

These and secondary admonitions are 
reinforced by red placards and police 
and newspaper cautions and Sanitary 
leafiets. There is no lack of advice and 
observance of it, too. Therefore in the 
million or so 6° households drinking. wa- 
ter is boiled and domestic councils are 
held, which is aBout the only things that 
ean be done if the bacillus is not known 
or suspected to be actually at work in 
the house. 

Here in BerTin fhe council of war sits 
each day taking fresh measures to meet 


the situation and deciding on additional | 


means of prevention. The con§nander 
in chief of this board in the field is 
Dr. Adolf Kafka, head of the bureau of 
infectious diseases, whose headquarters 
in the infected area is constantly being 
changed. 

His sanitary motor boats patrol every 
stream, seeing that watering places and 
resorts are closed, and visiting the chol- 
era stations established at 
along the rivers. Every physician in 
the region is in a sense Dr. Kafka’s 
agent, while his special staff of quite 
200 persons is being constantly increased, 

The announcement of fhis vigilance 
with all the precautionary items has had 
a decidedly reassuring effect on those 
who live within and without the affected 
area,

Mr. Cliflin 
explained he could not remember details 
of the transaction, 

The managers of the Atlantic Coast 
Line were issuing $10,000,000 bonds to 
leading banks of New York, and the New 
. York Life at 94, less one-half per cent; 
and later at 94 less ! per cent. The 
finance committee of the New York Life 
authorized the treasurcr to take $2,000,- 
000 of these bonds. The collateral of 
the Atlantic Coast Line wag Louisville 
and Nashville stopck. 

On this deal, Mr. Claflin said, the 
New York Life made a profit. He said: 
“If the New York Life were to dispos® 
of its holdings carefully and slowly as 
an individual would, I have no doubt 
that all such holdings could be sold at 
a price equdal to that for which they 
were purchbased.’”’ 

It was declared that since 1899, tue 
New York Insurance Company had not 
been connected with trust companies, 
but subsequently it was admitted that 
the stock of the New. York Trust Com- 
pany is now held for the New York Life 
by a committee of trustees,

The 
contract declares that the business of 
the Armour lines is strictly a local busi- 
ness and for the refrigeration of con- 
tents of cars when asked to do so by 
shippers under and by private contract 
between itself and shippers. And fur- 
ther it is asserted that the rates are 
made by the Armour lines exclusively 
and collected for their exclusive benefit. 

After making this general denia] the 
Armour lineg say:

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CHINESE MAKE 
FULL AMENDS 


Insult to American Flag Re- 
sults in Reparation by 
Gunboat. 


Amoy, China, August 6, via San Fran- 
cisco. September 8.—(Special Correspond- 
ent.)—The Chinese gunboat Hsing-Hang 
appeareq before the American, consulaie 
on the water front in Amoy today with 
the American flag at its mast head and 
fired a salute of twenty-one guns 45 
amends for an act of an insulting nature 
committed in connection with the flag 
pole of the consulate about two weeks 
ago, 

The whole affair grew out of the anti- 
American boycott agitation which has 
been in progress in Amoy for the last 
month or so. There are a large number 
of merchants in Amoy who have trade 
connections in Manila; more perhaps than 
in any other port of China. 

Many of the merchants have had diffi- 
culties in ggtting imto the Philippines 
since the American occupation, and 45 a 
result the feeling against Americans in 
Amoy is very bitter. The boycott agita- 
tion in the city took dfinite form about 
July !6 when the thirty-six merchants 
composing the Amoy chamber of com- 
merce met and reached an agreement to 
buy mo more American goods unti] the 
exclusions Jaws were modified. 

That afternoon one of these same mer- 
chants bought a big stock of American 
kerosene and another a large stock ol 
American flour to tide them over the 
storm, The boycott movement aroused 
much excitement and on the night of 
July 18 some miscreant, incited by the 
boycott movement, pulled down the 
halyards of the Americam flag pole, scat- 


tered filth about the foot and posted an | 


anti-American placard on the pole. 

The matter was taken up with the 
officials by Consul George E. Anderson 
on the morning of the !9th. The local 
officials were willing to make amend for 
the outrage but were afraig to do sv 
publicly lest the agitators should gu afle; 
them for bowing to the foreigners. A 
flag salute was insisted upon by the con- 
sul, however, amd the pressure he was 
able to bring to bear on the provinciai 
officiai carrjed the day and the salute 
was ordered. 

In the meantime the consul found that 
the leader of the boycott agitation in 
America was a citizen of the Philippines 
interested in the Philippine trade.

Atlanta Still Unquarantined. 
Lest a false impression arise with- 


in the city, the state and outside of 
ihe state, regarding the quarantine 
situation, The Constitution makes the 
following plain series of statements: 

The state board of health has the 
authority to declare the entire state 
quarantined against infected points 
and to throw such a cordon about 
railroad stations on the state line as 
will prevent the envrance into Geor- 
gia of suspicious cases. This step has 
already been taken, though some days 
must elapse before the machinery for 
its effectual administration can be 
perfected. 

There is no embargo placed on At- 
ldnta as against the remainder of 
Georgia. Passenger traffic to and 
from Georgia points, save those that 
have instituted quarantine, is unre- 
stricted. 

It will thus be seen that there is no 
interference with domestic travel. 
The state board is within its rights, 
of course, in declaring the state quar- 
antined. In this matter Atlanta has 
no voice and no responsibility. To all 
refugees who can satisfy the require- 
ments of the state inspectors at the 
state line, or who can effect entrance 
into Georgia, this city offers a free 
and unqualified haven. The same in- 
vitation applies to people within the 
siate, except that they will have no 
gauntlet to run in reaching Atlanta. 

The city itself hag never in the past, 
has not now, and will not in the fu- 
ture, establish a quarantine unless 
there is something substantial on 
Which to base fear of infection— 
Which in entirely absent now. 

Atlanta rests its policy of the open 
door on the bed-rock of past and varied 
experience, which has demonstrated 
beyond peradventure that this pest 
CANNOT ORIGINATE OR SPREAD 


| given the city a few days ago by the 
marine hospital service; and on the 
sanitary condition of the city. 

So far as lies within our power we 
open our portals to fleeing men, wo- 
men and children, bidding them free 
refuge in the untainted and non-infec- 
tious atmosphere of Atlanta.

The Times, as we have suggested, 
enjoys the advantage of ampler per- 
sonal information, but we should hes- 
itate to indorse the sweeping. asser- 
tion here made. The scienee of agri- 
culture, with all that pertains to irri- 
gation and fertilization, has been 


revolutionized since the era of aban- 
It seems 


probable, therefore, that with proper 


scientific aids it should be possible| 


to reclaim many of these farms long 
deserted because their owners be- 
lieved the soil exhausted. Agricul- 
ture knows no such term today as 
“exhausted soil;” it. may be ex- 


: 
hausted for a time, but experience 


has demonstrated the practicability 
of restoring it to a condition. even 
superior to its original fertility. 

At the same time, we concede the 
justice of The Times’ contentions in 
the main. A large proportion, per- 
haps a majority, of these farms 
Should never have been given over 
to cultivation. In this connection it 
should be a source of sincere grati- 
tude to southern farmers that they 
are rarely faced by problems of this 
nature. The percentage of unproduc- 
tive southern soil, or soil which can- 
not be persuaded into fertility, is in- 
finitesimal in comparison with the 
broad empire that offers its millions 
Of arrable acres to the thrift of the 
husbandman.

We are willing to put down his past

HE prison commission is having 23 
hard time in reaching a conclusion 
as to what to do in the-matteg of 
building a state reformatory. The mem- 
bers of the board have been discussing 
the matter all] the week, but have reached 
no definite conclusion as to just what 
sort of building they will put up. 
The puzzle which confronts the com- 
mission arises out of the fact that the 
legislature appropriated only $10,900

The commission finds it impossible to 
put up a substential and lasting stone or 
brick building «which will accommodate 
the number of inmates required, for that 
amount of money. The question is, ther- 
fore, shall the commission construe the 
law liberally and erect a building which 
will accommodate a less number, bvt 
which will be substantial and lasting, or! 
shall it erect a building with enough | 
room for 125 inmates, which would nec- 
essarily be one which would have to be 
repaired within a few yéars at additional] 
expense to the state. 

One solution talked of is the erection 
of a brick building which wMll not ac- 
commodate 125 inmates, though ‘nto 
which that number may be crowded, leav- 
ing provision for a necessary addition to 
it as soon as the funds can be secursad. 

However, the whole situation is as vet 
problematical, and it ig not likely that 
any action will be taken for several jays. 
Some time the latter part of the month 
the commission will go to Milledgeville 
and pick out the site for the institution. 
The commission is anxious to start work 
on the building, and will do so just 4s 
soon as a definite decision can be reached 
with regard to the tourse it will pur- 
sue.

torney, as its arbitrator. Comptroller 
General Wright has named Rallroad 
Commissioner H, Warner Hill to repre- 
sent the state. 

The company claimed that it had no 
taxable franchise at ali, but in order to 
avoid any danger of being double taxed, 
made a return of $100 on this element of 
value. The comptroller general increase. 
the valuation of the company’s franchise 
to the large sum of $424,000, to which the 
company does not propose to submit, if 
there is any way out of it. It has not 
been decided when the arbitration will 
be held.

Atlanta Still Unquarantined. 
Lest a false impression arise with- 


in the city, the state and outside of 
ihe state, regarding the quarantine 
situation, The Constitution makes the 
following plain series of statements: 

The state board of health has the 
authority to declare the entire state 
quarantined against infected points 
and to throw such a cordon about 
railroad stations on the state line as 
will prevent the enyrance into Geor- 
gia of suspicious cases. This step has 
already been taken, though some days 
must elapse before the machinery for 
its effectual administration can be 
perfected. 

There is no embargo placed on At- 
ldnta as against the remainder of 
Georgia. Passenger traffic to and 
from Georgia points, save those that 
have instituted quarantine, is unre- 
stricted. 

It will thus be seen that there is no 
interference with domestic travel. 
The state board is within its rights, | 
of course, in declaring the state quar- 
antined. In this matter Atlanta has 
no voice and no responsibility. To all 
refugees who can satisfy the require- 
ments of the state inspectors at the 
state line, or who can effect entrance 
into Georgia, this city offers a free 
and unqualified haven. The same in- 
vitation applies to people within the 
siate, except that they will have no 
gauntlet to run in reaching Atlanta. 

The city itself hag never in the past, 
has not now, and will not in the fu- 
ture, establish a quarantine unless 
there is something substantial on 
which to base fear of infection— 
Which in entirely absent now. 

Atlanta rests its policy of the open 
door on the bed-rock of past and varied 
experience, which has demonstrated 
beyond peradventure that this pest 
CANNOT ORIGINATE OR SPREAD 


| given the city a few days ago by the 
marine hospital service; and on the 
sanitary condition of the city, 

So far as lies within our power we 
open our portals to fleeing men, wo- 
men and. children, bidding them free 
refuge in the untainted and non-infec- 
tious atmosphere of Atlanta. 


Surprising Confession.

New England shouldn’t overlook the fact 
that many of them ought never to have 
been cultivated. The best crop that cas 
be raised ona: large number of them is 
wood. The soil on them ig so barre> 
ang rocky that when tickled with a hos 
it smiles with only an emaciated | har- 
vest. Efforts to raise annual Crops on 
seattered farms of this character is mis- 
placed energy. The game isn't worth 
the candle. Labor applied to this task 
can be more productively employed. 
'rhere’s no economic loss in abandonment 
of the cultivation of a farm that shoull 
have been kept a stranger to the plow 
and to the hoe and to tb» rake. 

The Times, as we have suggested, 
enjoys the advantage of ampler per- 
gonal information, but we should hes- 
itate to indorse the sweeping asser- 
tion here made. The science of agri- 
culture, with all that pertains to irri- 
gation and fertilization, has been 
revolutionized since the era of aban- 
donment reached its apex. It seems 
probable, therefore, that with proper 
scientific aids it should be possible 
to reclaim many of these farms long 
deserted because their owners be- 
lieved the soil exhausted. Agricul- 
ture knows no such term today as 


HERE; and furthgi, on the clean bili 


“exhausted soil,” it. may be ex- 


 peuited for a time, but experience 
has demonstrated the practicability 
of restoring it to a condition even 
superior to its original fertility. 

At the same time, we concede the 
justice of The Times’ contentions in 
the main. A large proportion, per- 
haps a majority, of these farms 
Should never have been given over 
to clultivation. In this connection it 
should be a source of sincere grati- 
tude to southern farmers that they 
are rarely faced by problems of this 
nature, The percentage of unproduc- 
tive southern soil, or soil which can- 
not be persuaded into fertility, is in- 
finitesimal in comparison with the 
broad empire that offers its millions 
of arrable acres to the thrift of the 
husbandman.

HE prison commission is having 3 

hard time in reaching a conclusion 

as to what to do in the-matteg of 
pbuilding a state reformatory. The mem- 
bers of the board have been discussing 
the matter all the week, but have reached 
no definite conclusion as to just what 
sort of building they will put wp. 

The puzzie which confronts the com- 
mission arises out of the fact that the 
legi ‘ature appropriated only $10,900 
with which to erect the building, but re- 
quired that it should be of sufficient 
capacity to accommodate 125 inmates. 

The commission finds it impossible to 
put up a substantial and lasting stone or 
brick building «which will accommodate 
the number of inmates required, for that 
amount of money. The question. is, ther- 
fore, shall the commission construe the 
law liberally and erect a building which 
will accommodate a less number, bvt 
which will be substantial and lasting, or, 
shall it erect a building with enough) 
room for 125 inmates, which would nec- 
essarily be one which would have to be 
repaired within a few yéars at additiona] 
expense to the state. 

One solution talked of is the erection 
of a brick building which will not ac- 
commodate 125 inmates, though ‘nto 
which that number may be crowded, leav- 
ing provision for a necessary addition to 
it as soon as the funds can be secursd. 

However, the whole situation is as vet 
problematical, and it ig not likely that 
any action will be taken for several Jays. 
Some time the latter part of the month 
the commission will go to Milledgeville 
and pick out the site for the institution. 
The commission is anxious to start work 
on the building, and will do so just as 
soon as a definite decision can be reached 
with regard to the course it will pur- 
sue. 


Arbitrators Are Named. 

The Atlanta Water and Electric Power 
Company, which has harnessed the Chat- 
tahoochee river and furnishes the electric 
power for running the Atlanta street car 
System, has refused to accept the as- 
sessment put upon its franchise by Comp- 
troller General Wright, and appointed W. 
A. Wimbish, a well-known Atlanta at- 
torney, as its arbitrator. Comptroller 
General Wright has named Rallroad 
Commissioner H, Warner Hill to repre- 
sent the state. 

The company claimed that it had no 
taxable franchise at ali, but in order to 
avoid any danger of being double taxed, 
made a return of $100 on this element of 
value. The comptroller general increase. 
the valuation of the company’s franchise 
to the large sum of $424,000, to which the 
company does not propose to submit, if 
there is any way out of it. It has not 
been decided when the arbitration will 
be held. 


The prison commission yesterday hear 
argument in the case of F. M. Allams, 
alias Charles W. Vining, who is sentenced 
to be hanged at Newnan on September 
22d, for the murder of his wife. Vining, 
which is his true name, killed his wife 
with a double barrelled shotgun as the 
result of jealousy. He escaped several 
years ago from the state lunatic asylum 
in Alabama, and the appeal for commu- 
tation to life imprisonment is based al- 
most entirely on his mental condition. 
Attorneys L. M, Palmer R. O. Jones and 
W. H. Daniel, of Newnan, appeared in 
Vining’s behalf and urged commutation. 
The prosecution was not represented.

C. E. King, the aged man who was 
struck by an automobile driven by John

in a critical condition at the Halcyon 
hospital. The physicians at the Halcyon, 
where the man was sent by Mr. Moody’s 
orders, hold out little hope of his recov- 
ery.

Mr. Moody, intelling of the accident, 
Says that when he was passing the cor- 
ner of Mitchell and Forsyth streets on 
his way to the terminal station last 
Wednesday morning, the ola man walked 
heedlessly in front of his machine.

territory of the church. 

Mr. Magath 1s a fluent and instructive | 
speaker, and fias been well received by 
his compatfvts,-many of whom he has 
led to Christ.
